any kind. A man who keeps up an habitua: recard to Ged, 
who acknowledges him in all his ways, and lives a life of de- 
votion to him, has a kind of a union with God ; feeling in some 
measure the same sentiments, and having the same views. 
Hence, being in the language of the apostle, a worker togethe: 
with God, and therefore being contident that God is with him, 
and for him, he will not fear what mancan dountohim. More 
over, fearing God, and having coniidence in him, he is a strau- 
ger to every other fear. Being satistied, that God will work 
all his pleasure in him, by him, and for hin, he is free from 
alarm and perturbation, and 1s not easily disconcerted, so as to 
lose the possession of his own mind. And having this presence 
of mind, being conscious of the integrity of his own heart, cons 
ding in the favour of his Maker, and therefore sensible that 
there is nothing of much real value that he can lose, he will 
have leisure to consider every situation in which he fads him- 
self, and be able to act with calmness and prudence, as cir 
cumstances may require. 

Is there, then, any active and difficult service to which we 
are summoned by the voice of our country, of mankind, and of 
(sod, these are the men, I mean men of religion and devotion, 
in whom we can most confide. Other men may be roused by 
their passions to any pitch of patriotic erthusiasm ‘They may 
oppose the infidious attempts of corrupt ministers or tyrants to 
ehslave their country, or may bravely fice a foreign enemy in 
the field, though they risk their fortunes, and their lives in the 
contest.

gin in that bowel; to which cleansing, the drinking of water 
plentifally will much contirbute.

‘food of those lusty and sirong men, the Highlanders of Scoi- 
Dr. Cheyne informs us, in |sis 
treatise on the gout, that milk and oat- meal are most strengii- 
ening food, and keep the blood in a proper good state; so that 
| therewith and drinking water, as the Highlanders do, man-, 
/ kind may subsist bevier than on beef, pork, venison, and other, 
meats hard to digest. Cheyne gives a stmking instance of the 
efficacy of a cooling milk diet in a doctor of Croyden, who had 
‘long been afflicted with the falling evil. By slow observation, 
‘he found the lighter his meals were, the lighter were his fits 
| At last he cast off all liquids except water, and found his fits 
‘weaker, and the intervals longer. Finding his disease dimin- 
ish in proportion as it’s fuel was withdrawn, he betook himself 
to vegetable food and water entirely, whick put a period to his 
fits without any relapse. That food, however, became too 
windy for him, so he took to milk, of which he had a pint for 
breakfast, a quart for dinner, and a pint at supper, without 
fish, flesh, bread, or any strong or spirituous liquor, or any drink, 
but water, with which he lived aiterwards for fourteen years, 
without the least interruption of health, strength, or vigour, 
but died afterwards of a pleurisy. 1] have often observed that 
diet alone has a most uncommon effect in curing diseases, par- 
ticulary that which is temperate and cooling, as milk, the roots 
and seeds of vegetables, i. e. potatoes, turnips, wheat, rice, bar- 
| ley, oatmeal, and full ripe fruit. 
| ‘Inshort, temperance or a spare diet, void of dainties, never 
was injurious to the strongest constitution; and without it, such: 
as are weak and sickly cannot long subsist ; for the more such 
_ persons eat and drink, the more weak and disordered they will 
still find themselves to be: if the strong despise temperance, 
the comfort of weak, sickly, and pining people entirely depends 
thereon, which custom will soon render easy, and as much 
pleasure will be had in the denial of intemperate desires as 
before in what was falsely styled good eating and drinking ; 
for nothing is good which injures healths Custom renders 
gluttony and drunkenness agreeable : a contrary custom would 
make them abhorred. Temperance enables us to live most at

RLEPHANT HUNT. ; 


For the following authentic particulars of a late adventur- 
eus excursion from Hazaree Baug, in pursuit of two wild ele- 
phants, we are indebted to the pen of a correspondent: 


On the 24 inst. at midnight, information was received 
that two wild elephants of an uncommon size had made their 
uppearance within a few hundred yards of the Cantonments, 
and close to a village, the inhabitants of which were in the 
greatest alarm. No ciime was lost, in dispatching all the pub 
lc and private elephants at the station in pyrsuit of them , 
but, at day-break on the 25ih, advice was brought, that their 
very superior size and apparent tierceness had rendered ali 
attempts for seizing them, unavailing, and that the most ex- 
perienced driver we had was dangerously hurt : the elephant 
on which he rode having been struck to the ground by one of 
the wild ones, which, with its companion, had afterwards re 
treated toa sugar-cane plantation, adjoining tothe village o: 
Juddeespore. ‘Lhe guns were then immediately ordered t 
this place. But it being desirable, in the first instance to try 
évery means of catching the elephants, the inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood were assembled, with the assistance of Rajah 
Sing, and deep pits were prepared, on the edge of the field ot 
sugir-canes, in which our elephants and people with the ut- 
most difficulty contrived to retain these animals during the

Chey mace repeated charges ef near an hundred 
yards at the guns; and had it not been for the uncommon 
steadiness and bravery of the artillerymen, who more than 
ence turned then off, by shots in the head and body, wher 
within a few paces of them, many dreadful casualities mus 
have occured. We were now obliged to desist, by want o! 
ammunition, and before a fresh supply could be obtained, the 
elephants ‘quitted the village and, though, streaming wit!, 
blood from an hundred wounds, proceeded with inconceivabk 
rapidity towards Hazaree Baug. They were at length broughi 
up by the horsemen and our elephants, when within a very 
short distance of 1 crowded b»zair; and ultimately, afte-

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LEGISLATURE OE NEW-YORK, 
HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 


Feb. 14. An act recommending a Convention.---Whereas’ 
the Constitution of this State determines and fixes the qualifi- 
cations of electors; and whereas, the qualifications required by 
the same, are found, in many instances, not only unequal in 
their operations, but have a strong tendency to induce many 
of the less cautious part of the community to resort to dishon- 
ouradie aud fraudulent measures, in order to obtain the right 
of suffrage, to which they think themselves in equity, entitled 
to.--- Therefore, 

I. Be it enacted by the People of the State of New-York, 
represented in the Senate and Assembly, Phat it shall and 
may be lawful, and is hereby proposed to the citizens of this 
state to elect by ballot, at their next annual election, delegates 
to meet in convention, for the perpose of correcting those parts 
of the’ constitution which relates to the qualifications of elec- 
tors, with power to extend the right of suffrage, so as to do 
away the test of property in full or in part, and to make such 
other regulation, relating thereto, as to them shall appear pro- 
per and expedient. ; ; 

Il And be it further enacted, That the said convention 
shall havethe further power, to take into consideration that 
part of the canstitution which directs the manner of appointing 
officers, and the tenure of their hoiding the same-- and toalte: 
and amend the same, as tothem may appear proper ; but with 
no other power or authority whatever. 

Til. And be it further enacted, Phat the number of dele- 
gates to be chosen shall be the same as the riamber of members 
of Assembly, from the respective cities and: counties of this 
state,.and that all free male citizens of this state, of the age 
of twenty one years and up wards, shall be admitted to vote for 
such delegates, and that any person of that description shall 
be eligible ; and the election for said delegates shall in all 
cases be conducted by the same persons and in the same man 
ner asthe election for Members of Assembiy is managed and 
conducted ; and the vores shall be returned to and counted by 
the clerks of the counties and cities of this state, and the cer- 
titicate be made out and delivered in like manner as for mem- 
bers of assembly ; and the said inspectors of the said electicn, 
and clerks, and the clerks of the several counties shall for mal 
and corrupt conduct in the premises, be respectively liable to 
the penalties prescribed in similar cases in the act, entitled 
* an act for regulating elections,” and the said officers shall be 
paid in like manner as they are now directed to be paid by 
law fur the services performed under this act. 

IV. And be it further enacted, That when any person 
shall offer his ballot to vote for such delegate, the inspector 
shall, if thereunto required by any person qualified to vote at 
said election, or either of them, may, of his own accord, tender

VV. And be it further enacted, That the delegates so to 
‘be chosen shall meet in convention at the court-house in the 
citv of Albany, on the day of next, and that the 
said delegates, and neccessary attending officers of the convén- 
tion, shall be allowed the like compensation for their services 
as the members and officers of the legislature are allowed by 
law, and shall be paid in the same manner. 

VI. And be it further enected, Phat it shell be the duty 
of the clerk of the assembly immediately on the onening of 
said convention, to furnish them with such papers and records 
which may be in his possession, as the said convertion may 
“deem necesary, ‘ 
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VII. And be it further enacted, That the proceedings 
of said convention shall be filed in the office of the secretary ot 
this state, and the determination of the said convention respect- 
ing the several matters herein before mentioned, shall be en 
tered on record in one of the books of record in said office :

FRENCH EMPIRE. 

Paris, 26th December, 1510. Copy of a letter from his F.x- 
ecllency the Grand Judge, Minister of Justice, to the Counsel- 
lor of State, President of the Council of Prizes. 

Paris, 25th Decembdcr, 1810.—Mr. President, The Minis- 
ter of foreign relations, by order of his Majesty the Emperor 
and King, addressed on the 5th August last, to the Plenipoten- 
tiary of the United States of America, a note containing the 
following words ; 

**T am authorized to declare to you that the decrees of Ber- 
lin and Milan, ave revoked and that after the first of Novem- 
ber, their effects will cease, it being well understood, that in 
consequence of this deeélaration, the English will revoke their 
Orders in Council, and renounce the new principles of block- 
ade, which they wished to estabiish, or that the United States 
in conformity to the act you have just communicated, wiil cause 
their righ's to be respected by the English.” 

After the communication of this note, the President of the 
United States issued, on the 2nd of November, a Proclamation 
toannounce the revocation of the dccrees of Berlin and Milan, 
end declares that in consequence thereof all the restrictions 
imposed by the act of the Ist May will cease with respect to 
France and her dependencies; on the same day the Treasury 
Department addressed a circular to all the Collectors of the 
customs of the United States which enjoins them to admit into 
the ports and waters of the United States armed French ves- 
sels. prescribes to them toapply after the 2d February next, 
to English vessels of every description and to productions ari- 
sing from the soi] and industry, or commerce of England and 
her dependencies, the law which prohibits all commercial re- 
lation, if at that peried the revocation of the English orders in 
council and of all the acts violating the neutrality of the United 
States should not be announced by the Treasury Department. 

In consequence of this engagement entered into by the 
eovernment of the United States, to cause their rights to be 
vespected, His Majesty orders that all the causes that may 
be pending in the Council of Prizes of captares of American 
vessels made after the first of November, and those that may 
in futare be breught before it, shell net be judged according 
to the principles of the decrees of Bertin and Milan, but that 
thew shali remain in statu. qao: the vessels taken or seized to 
remain only ina state of sequestration and the rights of the 
proprietors being reserved for them until the 2nd of February 
aext, the period at which the United States, havi fulfilled 
the engagement to cause their rights to be respected, the said 
capture shall be declared nuil by the Council, and the Ameri 
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can vessels restored together with their cargoes te their pre- 
prictors,

entered our ports since the Ist November or may enter in the 
future ; and thatthose which have been sequestered as being 
in contravention of these decrees, must be the oAject of a sjpe- 
cial report.

Upon opening the door of said store 
on the 31st December last, a number of Rats were found dead 
which had eaten of the cheese; this new proof is a sufficient 
recommendation to the public, that too much precaution can- 
not be taken for the care of health.” 

We learn by the schooner Virginia Planter, that the Gov- | 
ernor of Havanna has ordered the inspection of all Cheese im- 
ported into that place. 

Waterford. (Ireland) Dec. 2). About two months ago a 
iidy purchased a puppy in the strcets, from a woman who was 
exposing it to sale, winch was admired by every person that 
Saw it, for the peculiar beauty of its hair, and tle fiheness of 
its texture. A few days since poor Phillis was taken ill, and 
declined her food.
